Bulletins Nos, 6 und 7 of 1955- 
SOUTH AUSTRALIAN BUILDING STATISTICS, 195h 


The Statistical Department collects information concerning building 
operations from two sources:- 


A. LOCAL GOVERNMENT PERMITS (See Bulletin No. 6). 


Since 1911, particulars have Deen collected from Corporations and 
District Councils of permits granted, and from Government Departments of 
authorisations, for the erection of houses and other buildings, and also 
for alterations and additions. Permits include Housing Trust operations. 
Certain particulars for the last 5 years are strayn in Bulletin No.: 6 
attached, and some also are summarised as follows:- 


METROPOLITAN AREA - Number. Permits were granted during the year 7954 
(1953 in parentheses) for 4,965 (5,708) private dwellings. 


Included in the 4,965 (5,708) new dwellings were 76 (225) homes in 
43 (20) flats and 368 (i711) homes in 149 (237) maisonettes &c. Other 
New Buildings totalled 600 (657) and alterations and additions 10,580 
(10,655). 32 (35) old houses were converted into 80 (75) flats, 
resulting in an increase of 48 (40) homes - these are not counted as new 
buildings, but as alterations. There were 2 (6) Government dwellings 
authorised for the Metropolitan Area. 


VALUE. The estimated total value of permits and authorisations for 
all new buildings and alterations was £22,618,116 (£20 304,578). Values 
of New Private Dwellings were £13,472,917 (614,271,216). Other New 
Buildings £3,571,616 (£2,151,211), Alterations etc. £032,499 (£2,814, 610). 
Government Buildings £1,541,084 (£1,067,5u1). 


COUNTRY. Permits, etc. for dwellings in Country areas totalled 1,647 
(1,600) and the value of all building operations £7,810, 724 (£5,882,0h7). 


B. RETURNS FROM BUILDERS (see Bulletin No. 7) 


In normal years vermits issued gave a reasonably accurate picture 
of building operations, but with the shortage of materials and manpower 
it was realised that some buildings were not commenced although permits 
had been granted for them. Further, there was a much longer time taken 
to complete the buildings. 


From ist July, 1945, returns have been obtained from building 
contractors and from home builders showing the number of buildings 
completed each quarter and the number still under construction. In 
conformity with the practice throughout Australia, the particulars are 
shown in Bulletin No. 7 for years ended 30th June, (and also for the 
last 6 months). 


Although the details are published for financial years, it is of 
interest to compare completions of houses during calendar years:- 
Mee 4.667; 1947 2,749; 1948 3,415; 1949 4,463; 1950 6,034; 
Mie o,9se; 1952 8,822; 19535 8,248; 1954 7,545. 


The number of completed houses in districts is available only 
for 1954 and the numbers for the principal districts are shown in the 
last column of Bulletin No. 6. The completions for the Metropolitan 
Area for 1954 of 5,440 compare with the permits granted of 4,967 in 
1954 and of 5,714 in 1953, but the time taken in construction would 
account for a difference. For the country, the 2,105 houses completed 
during 1954 is in excess of the number of permits for any of the previous 
years but this is due to the fact that permits are not necessary in some 
districts.
